The latter is mos¢ 
probable, and itis very pos- 
sible, that many of the articles 
alluded to, proceed from the 
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timid holders of bank stock, 
who, fearful of the conse- 
quences which must result 
from a proper understanding 
of the subject, very shrewdly 
endeavour to mislead 

That want of economy has 
bro’t thousands of individuals 
into distress and difficulties, 
cannot be denied. Tt has 
done so, ever since seciety 
was first organized and will 
ever continue to do so, so 
long as frailty is one of the 
attributes of man. But to 
assert, that went of economy 
has involved the whole nation 
in embarrassment, is prepos- 


. terons in the extreme.— This 


has vever taken place, and 
never can, and from this sin- 
ple consideration, that the 
proportion of spendthrifts in 
any community, bears but a 
small proportion to the total 
number of industrious and 
frucel cilizens. Let facts 
spralkfor themselves. “The 
Uniied Siates ever since 
their independence, have gone 
on 2 regular course of pros- 
perity. and capital has been 
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the people can tili—narore 
provisions than they can eat— 
more clothes than they can 
wear—iore fuel than they 
can consume—and as man 
houses as they can inhabit. 
How is it then, that with 
all these blessings, the peo. 
ple should suffer? We an. 
swer, because the happiness 
and prosperity of seciety re. 
quire that there should be a 
circulation ef the products of 
labor through the community, 
The man who has clei 
should be able to exchange 
it wilh him who has bread, 
The hatter should be able 
to exchange his hats for 
shoes. ‘he cabinet-maker 
should be abie to exchange 
his wares for meat. But a- 
bove all, the laboring mean, 
the mechanic, the tradesman, 
aud the manufactuzer, the 
muscles of whose arms are 
real wealth to the countriy 
shouid be able to exchange 
their labor for the necessaries 
of life.—Every day’s work 
lost by them, is a loss to the 
nation, which can never be re-

who was boring for salt, on 

his land on Salt-Creek, about 

11 miles from this town, hay- 

ing penetrated to the debth 
of 133 from the surface, came 
to something unusally hard 
and dificult to penetrate, and 
the hard substance, when 
raised to the surface by the 
process usually made use of 
when bering for salt, proved 
to be a metalic substance 
which excited no great curio- 
sity fur some time, till last 
week a quantity of this me- 
talic substance was brought 
to Putnam, where it was test- 
ed by an ingenious — silver- 
smith and analized by one 
of the most learned chemists 
inthe Western country and 
both unite in pronouncing the 
specimen offered them to be 
silver, nearly or quite as pure 
as the cummon silver coin 
now in circulation! It is as- 
certained that the stratum of 
silver, at the place where the 
auger penetrated, is 9 feet '7 
inches thick. Some of our 
readers may wish to know 
how the thickness of the stra. 
tum wag ascertained with so 
much precision. ‘The instru- 
ment called the auger is from 
12 to 18 inches in length, te 
which a pole of suitable size 
and convenient length is firm- 
ly attached, and as occasion 
requires, an additional pole 
is attached to the preceding 
one till they descend, in some 
instances, more than 500 feet 
in arock which extends al] 
through this part of the coun 
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try with, generally. from 16 
to 20 feet of geod soil cover- 
ing it. ‘Khe depth of the 
rock is unknown: but as far 
as it has been penetrated is 
found to be mostly free of 
sand stone: but in bering in 
it. when ever ‘the auger 
strikes a stratum of flini, line 
stone or any other very hard 
substance, it is instantly 
known by those who manage 
the aug and tne auger 
pole is parked, and itis as 
easily known wken they get 
through, and thus the thick- 
ness “of any hard statum Is 
accavaiely ascertained. 

A company is now forming 
to sink a shaft to the above 
mentioned ore.
